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In Glencoe, The treacherous massacre of the 
MacDonalds of Glencoe, which was carried out in 
accordance with William Ill’s instructions, took 
place on February 13th. 1692. The only possible 
justification for the murder was that all had been 
threatened with punishment who failed to give in 
their submission by a certain day, and this command 
Mclan of Glencoe had been accidently prevented 
from obeying. The massacre was the work of the 
MacDonald’s hereditary enemies, the Campbells. 
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
